KINGDOMS. 


Have ſerved King Jauzs and King Cuaxrt es, 
neer this thirty yeer in their Court, as a Gen- 
tleman of their Privy Chamber , witheur 
Penſion or Monopoly, and for moſt of that 
time, I have had a Command in the Old 
Army in Ireland. King Ja w = s having in his life 
time conferred upon me, the Troop of Horle, =_ 

c 
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the Foot Company, and the Government of Car- 
rickfergus , which were Commanded by the old 
Lord Chicheſter. 


Afterwards I levied a Regiment of Foot , and 
was with Honourable Recommendations, imploy- 
ed by His Majeſtie into Germany , where I ſerved 
ſome yeers under the glorious and victorious Prince, 
the King of Swedey, returning with His Royall 
Recommendations, and good acceptance of my Ser- 
vices, witneſſed with His Princely Tokens, beſtow- 
ed upon me. 


Ar my return it hath been heard of , what hard 
meaſure I met withall in Ireland, by the power, 
and greatneſſe, of the late Earl of Strafford, whoſe 
deſigne was apparent , the ruine of my Honour and 
Fortune ,*if the Lord had nor of his great Mercy 
inabled me with courage, to ſtand for my innocency, 
for the defence of both. 


Since this horrid Rebellion , how I ha#Pþeen 
ingaged with a poor handtull of men, ind whar 
wonderfull thinys God hath donefor us, and with 
us, isnot urkrown to my greateſt Enemies, though 
they call me a brageer, 


Afrer it pleaſed God toinable me, ro bring off 
my Wife and Chiidren from the great miſcries they 
ſuffered , without any comforr or relief, leavin 
my Caſtle and Garriton1a the beſt condition I could, 
procuring the Souldicrs: leave to! apply my ſelf 
huther, 
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hither, with hopes of better preferment for my ſelf, 
and ſpeedy relief for them. 


Coming to London-Derry where I had ſome For- 
tune left me by my Wifes Father, Sir Fohn Yanghan, 
who died Governour of the ſaid Citie. I found 
that means he lefr me, and a'l my Tenants, in- 
croached upon by the Regiments there, who had 
taken of me and my Tenants, to the value of 
three thouſand pounds; Notwithſtanding the ſe- 
verall reliets they received both from England and 
Scotland, beſides the great ſums they have got of 
other mens Lands, and the ſeverall great Preyes 
_ been got amongſt them ſince this Rebel- 
10n, 


Finding my ſelf ſo uſed by them, and not able 
to Command my own Rents aud Tenants, having 
been as active in rhe Service, as any Colonell a- 
moneſt them, and the means of keeping them ſo free 
from the incurſion of the Rebels out of Connaught, 
Did think in Honour and Juſtice, my own Lands 
and Tenants undeſtroyed , ſhould have been laid off 
for my own quarters and maintenance ; bur finding 
negle&, and hard-heartednefle amongſt them, I 
was forced to apply my ſelf ro my Noble Friends 
in Scotland, who were pleaſed to take my hard con- 
dition and great charge , into rheir Honourable and 
Charitable Care, and Conſideration, and to ap- 
point me the Command of 2 Regiment of Horſe 
there ; untill they could be the inſtruments of pro- 
curing me trom the Honourable Parliament _ 5 
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ſome greater power and preferment for the better 
inabling me ro go on with the Service there in 
Ireland. 


I being in Scotland, news was brought to the 
Committee of Eſtates there , of the dangerous dif- 
contented condition of their Army in Ireland, neer 
Carrickfergus ; and how through want of means, 
they were neceſſitated ro joyn themſelves in a dan- 
#erous Oath, to ſtick ro one another in applying 
themſelves towards the Parliament of England, for 
performance of what was promiſed them : Which 
miſerableextremity of theirs, the State of Scotland 
mdeavoured to relieve and ſuppreſſe, ſo long as. 
they could ; untill at length two or three Regi- 
ments did forſake that Kingdom , as the reſt in- 
rended. (to the no.ſmall hazard of all the three King- 
doms) had not the State of Scotland,out of their judi- 
cious care, made uſe of me, and Sir Mungoe Campbell, 
a. Colonell of that Army, whom they ſent with 
inſtructions, to indeavour the appeafing of their 
diſcontents , and to perſwade the reft of the Regi- 
ments, not to abandon that Kingdom , and to leave: 
it into the hands of the Rebels, who at that time 
were apparently in a: readineſſe ro have entered. 
upon the Countrey , ſoſoon as the Scots Army had 
forſaken it, being confident (as many others were) 
that no. perſwafions could alter their reſolutions. 
from going : Nevertheleſſe, it. pleaſed God, be- 
yond- expeRation , ſo to blefſe our indeavours, and 
inſtructions, as we prevailed with them, and our 

words 
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words were taken for a time , ro ſtay, untill the 
State of Scotland were advertiſed with what we had 
undertaken for , in their names, ſhould be ſpeedily 
fent them from Scotland, which accordingly was 
performed , notwithſtanding their own great bur- 
dens at thar time, 


I was afterwards the immediate inſtrument , and 
beſt help to the Miniſters, who were intruſted with 
the Solemn League and Covenant, to get it taken 
by. the Citizens of Londox-Derry, the Regiments 
and Countrey thereabouts, who will confeſle, that 
without me , it had not ſo eaſily paſt, if atall, at 
that time.. 


— Netwithſtanding all theſe prerences and ſer- 
vices,. beſides the ſeyerall Recommendations of the 
Parliament, and Committee of Eſtates in Scorland, 


have I waited herencer this eight moneths, in ex- 
peRarion of ſome courſe to be taken with me, for 
the recompence of my paſt Services, and incou- 
ragements to go on, and as yet have met with 
ncither. 


Therefore prayeth leave to inform what danger 
T apprekend will follow to the Publike Service, if I 
ſhall be thus negle&ed and diſcounrenanced for my 
fairhfull Services. If Sir Chayls Coote, a young 
Gentleman, whoſe hopefull expecation I will nor 
except againſt , what the Parliament ſhall think fir 
to-confer upon him , ſo as his preferment do not in- 


trench upon the prejudice of the Publike Service, or 
UPON. 
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upon my Honour and Intereſt , wherein I conceive 
both will ſuffer, if the reſolution hold as is reported, 
to make him Lord Precedent of Connaught. 


And what content it will be to the Rebels, when 
they ſhall hear my Services againſt them, hath been 
ſo rewarded, as not onely the Counties of Slrgoe, 
and Leitrim , which God hath inabled me to do ſo 
great Service in, fincethis Rebellion, withour the 
help of Sir Chazls Coote, who muſt by this Title 
injoy the fruics of my Labour , as alſo be Com- 
mander of my own Caſtle and Garriſon, and ſuch 
well deſerving Souldiers in it , as hath ſerved necr 
this ſix yeers, without means, bur out of my own 
Fortune hath maintained Officers and Souldiers, 
there being neer 6000, pounds in Arrear, due to me ; 
And having loſt as great a Fortune in that Kingdom, 
in Stock, and Rent, as any here hath , Whar ſuch 
hard uſage may produce, and what diſhonour this 
will be to me,to have another pur over my head, with 
the charge of thoſe two Counties, wherewith I was 
at the beginning of this Rebellion intruſted, by 
Warrant and Commiſſion, from the Lords Juſtices, 
and Councell of that Kingdom, to raiſe, and Com- 
mand, what numbers of men T thought fir for the 
Service 3 and now to be turned out of this truſt, 
after all my long Service, great lofſe, and ſufferings, 
unqueſtioned for any miſdemeanours, or negle& in 
that Charge, I humbly ſubmic ro your Honours 
Judicious Wiſdoms, 


Tendering to your further conſiderations , my 
weak 
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weak opinion out of my knowledge and experience 
of the Conntrey, and out of my faithfull zeal fox 
the advancement of rhe Service ; what I hold fitteſt 
for the preſent to be done concerning Connaught, 


Thar according as I joyned in a Paper with Sir 
Charls Coote, mentioning the way we intended to 
proſecute the War there: We may be inabled with 
equall power to help one another , as we ſhall ſtand 
in need, and that I may be truſted onely wich 
thoſe rwo Counties, with what proportion of the 
1M ſhall be thought ficting for me to make 
ule of. 


That Sir Charls Coote may Command the reſt of 
the whole Province, confiſting of four Counties , 
which he may the eafter deal withall, I taking 
charge of the other rwo , which I have ſo long 
ſerved for ; and it were hard meaſure, if not in- 
juſtice,ro turn me out of the Province,and out of my 
own houſe with diſgrace, which muſt be no other- 
wiſe, if he muſt be Lord Precedent of Connaught ; 
yet rather then I hould in any way appear in oppoſi- 
cion tothe Parliaments pleaſure (if it were not to-in- 


forme them of the conveniences and dangers, which 


may concern their own ſervices) I ſhould chooſe to 
forſake all. 


Conſider likewiſe, that Sir Charles Cootes Houſe, 
and Being, is ſo far remote from 5ligee, and thoſe 
parts in Leitrim, wherein I live, as with no conve- 
niency can he do Service there, without I” 
the 
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the Countrey where he lives , being neer fifty miles 


diſtanr. 


If the Parliament be reſolved not to give ear or 
creditro my opinion or advice, let me have my Ar- 


| rears, and contentment for my houſe , and interreſt 


in that Province , and diſpoſe of me elſewhere, at 


their pleaſure, -
